Japan's Isolation 


"PERSISTENT reports from Tokio express the concern with 
JL 
'which many Japanese statesmen view the Washington dis- 


armament conference. It is not that the suggestion of a re- 
duction in armaments alarms Japanese leaders. 
On the con- 


trary, there is reason at least to think that a lowering of the sum 
spent for naval equipment would be welcomed. Industrial cle- 
pression found a target in Japan before the United States or 
Great Britain was struck by tailing demand. 
On economic! 


grounds a reduction of armament would bo a great relief to the 
Japanese. The tax collector in Nippon is not more popular than 
he is in more occidental countries. 


Japanese do fear, however, that President Harcling's con- 


ference may open old issues in such a way that their govern- 
ment may lose* something of the friendship now enjoyed. 
The 


vagueness of the subjects to be discussed — the problems of the 
Pacific and Far East — is naturally disquieting to realistic gentle- 
men who prefer that "closed incidents" should remain unopcn- 
ed. 
More than the unwillingness to have Shantung, Siberia, 


and the congerie of issues presented by China brot before the! 
conference, however, is undoubtedly the reaction which Japan 
must have been experiencing in consequence of pronounce- 
ments made during the recent conference of the dominion pre- 
miers in London. 


The members of the imperial conference, and not least of 


all Mr. Lloyd George, indicated clearly that while the Anglo-', 
Japanese treaty was an asset, and that while honorable dealing 
as between gentlemen dictated that Japan's part in the war bo, 
recognized and appreciated, the arrangement could not be used 
against the United States. The entire drift of the conferencel 
was in the direction of an entente between English-speaking! 
countries. 
No question of an alliance between the United' 


States and the British empire or any of its members was sug- 
gested. That certainly at this time would be too impractical to' 
cause worry to realistic statesmen in Japan. 
But the funda- 


mental facts of a common language, a common literature, a 
^common tradition of law and government are not to be ignored. 
"This kinship is one of the imponderable factors in international 


relations which often determines the course of history. 


Japanese statesmen take note of this reality and, not un- 


naturally, they arc disquieted. 
Actually, small cause for un- 


easiness exists. The Englihh-spcaking countries are without ex- 


_ ception in this year of grace unrnilitaristic. It is inconceivable 
"that South Africa or Australia or Canada or even the United 
" States should undertake an aggressive war in the Orient. Japan 
need fear no aggression from \\ithout. 
On the other hand, 


Japanese statesmen ought to \iew with concern the attitude as- 


" sumed by their own milliardth. 
English-speaking countries 


-are, for instance, not going to fight to free Shantung, but 


neither are they going to sanction Japan's conduct toward 
China in that and in other case--
